history of our congregation, to adore the 
gracious blessings God has showered up- 
on us—that shall be the object of this 
booklet. May God bless our humble ef- 
forts. 


Early History 


The city of Alton, on the banks of 
the mighty Mississippi, celebrated its 
centennial last year. The founding of a 
Lutheran congregation is of much more 
recent date. Prior to the year 1900 ac- 
casional services were held by neighbor- 
ing Lutheran pastors, amongst them the 
Rev. H. P. Kuehn of Dorsey. However, the 
work was not pushed vigorously and the 
establishing of a congregation seemed 
very remote. At the turn of the century 
the Rev. Dr. L. Fuerbringer of Concor- 
dia Seminary not only took it upon him- 
self to gather fellow-Lutherans together 
but also to preach to them every two 
weeks. 


There were such who attempted to 
prophesy the futility of any effort to es- 
tablish a Lutheran mission in Alton. 
Undaunted, the Rev. Dr. Fuerbringer 
kept at the goal he had set for himself. 
A place of worship had to be secured. A 
lodge-hall above Barth’s Drug Store was 
rented. Here the faithful few assembled 
regularly, encouraging one another to 
continue in spite of any handicaps. Hear- 
ing some of the charter members speak 
of those early years, one cannot but ad- 
mire them for their trust and courage. 

After two years of ceaseless effort, 


Dr. Fuerbringer thought the time ex- 


pedient to definitely see to the establish- 
ing of a Lutheran congregation at Al- 
ton. Since he could not give this work 
the attention it should have and realiz- 
ing that a near-by pastor could meet 
more frequently with the faithful few, 
he advised that the pastor of the mis- 
sion congregation at our county-seat, 
Edwardsville, be asked to take over this 
endeavor. When approached, the Rey. 
F. Brunn stood ready to serve this flock. 


The Founding 

Pastor Brunn continued to use the 
hall mentioned above for services. Soon 
it was seen that under such conditions 
the gathered few could not accomplish 
much and above all, could not expand. 
A congregation was to be founded and 
organized into a body. With much ap- 
prehension, but with firm trust in the 
Lord the move was made. Was it to be 
the right thing? Would the work pros- 
per? Such were the thoughts of the few 
of that day. 

After much deliberation and serious 
thought, three men, the Messrs. Chris. 
Schuette, Herman Mansholt, and Karl 
Schneider, signed the constitution, which 
had been adopted according to Lutheran 
principles. This took place in the month 
of November, 1902. In the spring of the 
following year, two more men, the Messrs. 
Frank Renken and Fred Schaeperkotter, 
signed their names. These five charter 
members then set about in the fear of 
God to build what had been begun. Three 
of these charter members are still with 
us and surely it must be to them a cause 
to praise God who beyond fondest hopes 
and expectations are able to witness the 
time that the little beginning has pros- 
pered to such an extent that the Lutheran 
congregation has erected a new and 
beautiful house of worship. 
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Humanly speaking, the future of the 
mission at Alton some thirty-five years 
ago did not look very bright. The lodge- 
hall was not conducive to growth. The 
most necessary step was to build a

church-home of their own. Think of 
their undaunted courage! “Hats off” to 
those men and women of that day! We 
might mention here that according to 
the wish of the ladies the name of Trin- 
ity Evangelical Lutheran Church of Al- 
ton was adopted. 


Old Church Building 


A real task confronting this newly 
organized mission-post was to find a suit- 
able location for the contemplated chapel. 
At a regular meeting held on April 2) 
1903, the officers of the congregation, 
the Messrs, Fred Schaeperkotter, Chris. 
Schuette, and Karl Schneider, reported 
that a suitable lot had been found on 
North Avenue (now Central Avenue). 
The owner of this lot, Mr. F. Schaeper- 
kotter, was ready to sell the building plot 





for $500, money to be paid in install- 
ments of $100 per year without interest. 

The men were elated that such a fine 
lot and under such easy terms could be 
had. The purchase was authorized. A 
plan for the contemplated church build- 
ing was shown, and, since it pleased all 
the members, was adopted. Contractor 
McPherson, who had offered to build the 
church for the sum of $1,635, was chosen 
as the builder to erect the structure. 
Work was begun at once. 

On Sunday, May 10, 19038, Trinity 
Lutheran Mission was privileged to lay 
the corner-stone. Pastor F. Brunn was 
the officiating clergyman. The box placed 
in the mortar among the stones has 
been removed and some of the papers 
were placed into the new corner-stone. 


Amongst the various papers was 
found a printed page which was address-

ed to all of the congregations of the 
State of Illinois and signed by the mis- 
sion-board, the Revs. L. Hoelter, W. Uf- 
fenbeck, and H. C, Zuttermeister, This 
paper was an urgent appeal for dona- 
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tions to help the struggling little mis- 
sion-post at Alton. Pastor V. Schenk 
adds to this plea that the building of a 
chapel at Alton was paramount and that 
thus only the mission could hope to exist 
and flourish. 








THE OLD CHURCH

On August 2, 1908, with much rejoic- 
ing and with many fellow Lutherans of 
the neighboring congregations present, 
the church was dedicated to the service 
of the Triune God. Trinity Lutheran 
now had its own church-home. Surely, 
we must admire the trusting Christian 
spirit of these five men, who without fear 
and misgiving, took a debt upon them- 
selves of $2,135. This was not, however, 
to be in vain, for the blessing of the 


Lord rested upon them and their under- 
taking, 


Resident Pastors And Further 
Progress 


For two more years Pastor F. Brunn 
continued to pilot the new mission-post. 
Realizing that more efficient work could 
be done if a pastor would live at Alton, 
he advised the congregation to call a 
minister, Rey, A, H, Semmann, a candi- 
date for the holy ministry, accepted the 
call and came to Alton as the first resi-

dent Lutheran pastor. With the arrival 
of Rev. A. Semmann, a parochial school 
was founded. The north section of the 
old church served as the school room. 


In the year 1908, the small building 
behind, the old church, known as the 
school building and meeting hall, was 
built. After serving the congregation for 
four years, the Rev. Semmann accepted 
a call to Paullina, Iowa. 


As successor to him the Rev. W. H. 
Dierker was called, who came and labor- 
ed unceasingly where the former pastor 
had left off. It was during the ministry 
of the now sainted Pastor Dierker, he 
having been called to his reward in Oc- 
tober, 1920, that our present parsonage 
was purchased and occupied. 


Gradually the seed which had been 
sown by the early workers in Alton was 
beginning to sprout and grow. There 
were times, however, when even the op- 
timistic were in a quandry as to whether 
the mission at Alton would ever flourish 
into a large congregation. At times the 
mission-board was forced to petition the

Distriet to continue to help Alton for a 
little longer time. Voices were heard, 
and records of these happenings may be 
found in our Synodical reports, that the 
Alton mission would not endure, 
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It was a case of: Man proposes and 
God disposes. Slowly, but surely, the Al- 
ton mission grew stronger. During the 
ministry of the Rev. Dierker the Alton 
congregation became _ self-supporting, 
having received a subsidy to pay the

pastor’s salary up to that time. After 
seven years of blessed work, the Rev. 
Dierker accepted a call to the Beards- 
town, Ill, congregation. After much 
fruitless calling, the Rev. R. J. Torgler 
of Wood River became the new pastor. 

The Rey. R. J. Torgler served Trinity 
Lutheran for three years. Shortly after 
he had taken charge, all the meetings of 
the voters, which had heretofore been re- 
corded in German, were carried on in the 
English language. The reason is quite 
evident, members were joining the con- 
gregation who were not of German ex- 
traction. It was also at this time that 
the parochial school was discontinued. 
The Rev. R. J. Torgler served Trinity 
Lutheran for three years. He received 
and accepted a call to a sister congrega- 
tion in Iowa. 

In the month of October, 1920, the 
present pastor, Rev. W. C. Gesch, accept- 
ed the vacant pastorate of Trinity Luth- 
eran, being installed by the Rev. Pe 
Hansen on the first Sunday of December. 
To the best of his ability he has continued 
the work of his worthy predecessors. 


Church Alteration 


In the year 1924 it was voted to re- 
build our old church. Room was needed, 
also a necessary change in rest-rooms, 
a mothers’ room, ete. The pews in the 
chapel were becoming extremely unsight- 
ly and had to be replaced. They had 
served their purpose well, having been 
donated to the mission congregation at 
time of dedication by the sister congre- 
gation, Zion Lutheran of St. Louis. The 
interior of the church thus was changed 
completely. Where the altar and pulpit 
formerly stood, a choir stall was made. 
An addition to the chapel to the south 
formed the new chancel, the ceiling was 
lined with celotex, a mothers’ room was 
built and new rest-rooms beneath this 
room; new pews were purchased. When 
complete, our old church presented a fine 
appearance. In the fall of the same year 
the altered church was re-dedicated with 
special services. 


Twenty-Fifth Anniversary 


Three years later, in 1927, Trinity 
Lutheran prepared to celebrate its twen-

ty-fifth anniversary. Special services 
were held, the keynote being: All thanks 
to God. All living former pastors were 
with us during those days, extolling the 
mercy of God, Who had blessed the hum. 
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ble beginnings to such an extent that 
Trinity Lutheran was able to celebrate 
its first quarter century anniversary. 


New Church Project 


Our congregation continued to grow. 
The mighty industries of Alton and vi-

cinity brought ever more fellow believ- 
ers into our midst. Then also we had 
regular children and adult classes adding 
ever more to our membership. Prog:res- 
sive members and pastor realized that in 
not so distant a future the time would 
come that a new house of worship would 
have to be built. The various organiza- 
tions within the congregation and the 
voters body began to lay aside building 
and loan bonds for future use. The wis- 
dom of such action is evident at this 
time, when the accumulated shares help- 
ed greatly in financing the new project. 


It was clear that the lot upon which 
the old church stood would be inadequate 
for a new church building. Efforts were 
made to purchase house and lot next to 
our chapel, however, the price asked was 
beyond any fair estimate. Mr. Herman 
Heeren continued to look around for a 
suitable new location. Be it stated here 
that his efforts were commendable. 


After various plots of ground were in- 
vestigated and in turn rejected by the 


congregation, it was at a special meet- 
ing in May, 1935, that the present new 
church site was purchased. We now had 
a place for the contemplated new church. 
Seven and one-half lots comprised the 
new location, purchased for the sum of 
$6,100. Efforts were made to pay for 
this real estate as soon as possible. This 
was done in less than two years, with- 
out touching any of our stocks and bonds. 
Saving for the new edifice was continued. 


The congregation decided to appoint a 
building committee which was to make 
plans for the new church and at vari- 
ous times to submit a report. The com- 
mittee stayed faithfully at its job. Not 
only were various plans studied but also 
the financial structure of such a mighty 
undertaking received much attention. 
We realized that we would need help 
from the Church Extension Fund. The 
pastor contacted the president of our 
District, the Rev. Th. Spitz, who in turn 
told us to speak to the chairman of the 
District’s Church Extension Fund, the 
Rey. H. C. Kothe of Worden. The efforts 
of this man in our behalf proved of ex-

treme value. The General Church Exten- 
sion Fund Committee was reluctant to 
grant us the amount needed, Rev. H. 
Kothe backed our committee and pastor 
and, thanks to him and the Board of Di- 
rectors of our District, secured the loan.

St. Louis. His plans were shown to the 
voters and to the entire congregation. 


On Sunday, January 30, 1938, at a 
special voters’ meeting, the decision was 
made to erect a new house of worship 
according to plans shown, on the new 
church site at 17th and Maple Streets. 
The following Sunday afternoon, Feb- 
ruary 6, at 3:00 o’clock, the ceremony of 
ground breaking took place. It was a 
beautiful day and a never-to-bhe-forgot- 
ten sight as our members stood in pray- 
erful attention as the pastor turned the 
first spade-full of ground, thus beginning 
the fulfillment of the hope of many for 
past years: the erection of a new and 
beautiful house of God. The general 


contract was awarded to J. J. Wuellner 
and Son. 


Corner-Stone Laying 


The week following ground-breaking 
the new church site became a scene of 
great activity. Excavating and laying 
of the mighty foundations followed in 
rapid succession. In charge of the entire 
construction was Mr. L. McKee, who 
proved himself to be a very able superin- 
tendent and also a gentleman, always 
ready to give wanted information and 
cooperation. 


On Sunday, May 1, at 3:00 p. m. the 
ceremony of corner-stone laying took 
place. Speaker for this occasion was the 
Rev. Dr. J. T. Mueller of our St. Louis 
Seminary. Both the male and vested 
choirs sang fitting hymns of praise. The 
pastor placed the necessary documents 
into the copper box fitted into the cor- 
ner-stone. The Revs. H. C. Kothe, P. N. 
Feddersen and Dr. J. T. Mueller assisted 
the pastor. The weather was bright and 
cheerful. Friends from near and far were 
at hand to witness the ceremonies. Thus 
another step had been taken in bringing

to a realization the vision of 4 new 
church edifice. 


Dedication of the New Church build- 
ing to the service of the Triune God has 
been set for Sunday, November 20, with 
appropriate services, Speakers: Dr. O. 
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C. Kreinheder, President of Valparaiso 
University; Rev. F. Niedner, Chairman 
of General Church Extension Fund of the 
Missouri Synod; and Dr. Walter A. 
Maier, “Lutheran Hour” speaker and 
professor at our St. Louis Seminary. 
Such an undertaking as is here set 
forth in the completion of the New Trin- 
ity Lutheran Church involved many fac- 
tors, the greatest of which, next to God’s 
blessing, was the undivided loyalty of 
the entire church-membership, and the 
splendid leadership and personal atten- 
tion on the part of those men who have 
carried the vision of a new church on to 
realization. The committees concerned, 
at all times, felt the great responsibility 
placed upon them and they, therefore, 
went about their work prayerfully and 
with consecration and sacrifice always in 
evidence.

Sunday School 


The oldest of our church organiza- 
tions is the Sunday School. Its beginning 
can be traced back to the founding of our 
congregation. The enrollment at first 
was small. Today our Sunday School 
roster shows an enrollment of 201. Of 
late years the problem of finding room 
for the various classes was acute. With 
the completion of the new church and its 
large basement auditorium, this situation 
will be settled adequately for some time. 
Nineteen consecrated teachers instruct 
the pupils of our Sunday School. Mr. W. 
Friedrich can be termed one of the “vet- 
erans” of our Sunday School. For the 
past twenty-one years he has served as 
its Superintendent. 


Our Sunday School has been a great 
help to the congregation in more ways 
than one. Its prime purpose has never 
been lost sight of, to indoctrinate its 
scholars. The Sunday School has also 
served as a wonderful mission endeavor, 
enabling us through the children to enter 
into homes which were churchless and 
thus gain members for Christ. 


The Sunday School has also become a 
“feeder” for the pastor’s religious in- 
struction class. All children ten years 
and older attend for a period of four 
years religious instruction with the pas- 
tor prior to confirmation. This year there 
are 35 attending this class. 


May our Sunday School continue to 
flourish and be cherished by all, Present 
officers of the Sunday School: W. O.

Ladies’ Aid Society 


The Ladies’ Aid Society is the first, 
and, without a doubt, one of the most en- 
thusiastic of our societies. It was or- 
ganized in the infancy of the congrega- 
tion. Although the beginning was small, 
to-day they have a membership of over 
fifty. And what a willing and energetic 
group this is! It would lead us too far 
to enumerate all the good they have done 
for the congregation. 


Whenever Trinity Lutheran needed a 
little push and help, leave it to the ladies. 
This group had saved building and loan 
stocks for years and when the time came 
to finance the new church, they stood 
ready to give them to the congregation 
as collateral on a loan. These bonds will 
help materially to pay off our indebted- 
ness. It would be a big surprise to many 
of us if we could only have the figures 
of donations and gifts of this band of 
willing workers. Not only have they 
helped the congregation as such, but they 
have also given financial assistance to 
a number of individuals in the church 
who were in distress and to various 
Lutheran charitable institutions. 


During the years of their existence, 
they have endeavored to carry out vari- 
ous plans. Their meals, little matter 
that they had only cramped quarters at 
their disposal, have given them an envi- 
able reputation as cooks; they have had 
entertainments, luncheons, rammage and 
cake-sales, they have even tried their 
hand at plays and variety programs and 
won for themselves a prominent seat 
among the “actoresses.” 


At present the Aid is equipping the 
new kitchen which will cost them close 
to $700. May the harmony and splendid 
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cooperation that exists among our ladies 
continue in the future.

Trinity Lutheran Male Choir, one of 
the oldest organizations in our midst, 
was organized approximately 26 years 
ago, according to available records. 
Originally it consisted of a male quartet 
but was later enlarged and became a 
male choir, The object of this group, as 
stated in its constitution, is to help beau- 
tify services with singing of appropriate 
selections, and to assist the pastor at any 
service he may conduct or at any time 
when called upon by him to do so besides 
at our regular services, Realizing this 
object as the main reason for its exist- 
ence, its members spend one night each 
week rehearsing sacred vocal selections. 

However, this organization has also 
been an asset to our congregation in 
numerous other ways. Choir members 
have always considered it their duty to 
welcome strangers in our midst. Many 
a newcomer has been made to feel at 
home in Trinity Lutheran through the 
efforts of the Male Choir. 

At the time a congregation was being 
started in our neighboring city of Wood 
River, choir members accompanied the 
Rey. W. Dierker to that city on numerous 
occasions to assist in the services being 


conducted. In financial endeavors of the 
congregation, choir members have always 
stood ready to do their part individually 
and collectively. 


Some of the directors of the choir 
were the Messrs. G. J. Stark, J. H. Zim- 
mermann, the Rev. R. J. Torgler, and the 
Rev. W. C. Gesch. The present director 
is E. G. Johnson, Miss Evelyn Johnson 
being accompanist. Officers of the or- 
ganization are: O. Wilkening, president; 
George Miller, vice-president; Elwin 
Erdmann, secretary; and Alfred Brandt, 
treasurer.

Walther League 


We have in our midst two groups of 
the Walther League, the Senior and the 
Junior divisions. 


The SENIOR WALTHER LEAGUE 
began as a Young People’s Society. It 
was organized during the pastorate of 
Rey. A. Semmann on February 11, 1908. 
The mixed choir of that day made up its 
first membership. Some of these charter 
members of the Young People’s Society 
are still active in the Senior League. 


In the summer of 1920, Trinity Luth- 
eran Young People’s Society, at a meet- 
ing in Granite City, banded themselves 
together with other societies to form the 
Southern Illinois District of the Walther 
League. Our society has always been 
very faithful to the cause of the church 
and the wonderful program of the Wal- 
ther League. For a number of years, 
members of our society led the affairs of 
the District League. 


Much good has been accomplished 
through the efforts of this willing band 
of Leaguers. They have always been 
ready to assist the pastor in any en- 
deavor in which he called on them for 
help. They have visited the new-comers, 
made them feel at home; they have as- 
sisted the congregation financially. The 
large electric bulletin board is a gift of 
the League. Lutheran church markers 
have been placed along the various routes 
entering the city. The sick have been 
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visited and the poor and needy given 
supplies of food at various times during 
the past years. 


When the time came to finance the 
new church, the League gave its stocks 
and bonds, amounting to $800, to the 
congregation. They have also pledged 
themselves to pay for the pulpit in the 
new church. 

The present membership is about for- 
ty. Officers: W. O. Friedrich, president; 
Herman L. Wilken, vice-president; Olive 
Fritz, secretary; Edgar Fritz, treasurer. 

The JUNIOR WALTHER LEAGUE 
consists of the younger members of our 
congregation. This junior organization 
is the liveliest of our societies. They are 
brimful of life and we are glad that they 
are banded together in a group. The 
Junior League was organized early this 
year and has a membership of twenty. 
The Juniors have pledged themselves to 
pay for the Credence Desk in the new 
church, At present they are busy work- 
ing to give their first play: “Nora, Wake 
Up,”

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Description of the Church 


QO | 


In the hilly city of Alton, one goes 
up to the House of the Lord, particularly 
to Trinity Lutheran Church. In a high 
part of the town, it sets on the crest of 
a rugged rolling site of nearly a city 
block. This interesting topography and 
setting is a challenge to further efforts 
of the congregation in landscaping, So 
that God’s gifts in nature may mellow 
and enhance the work of human hands. 


The building is a sturdy and intimate 
interpretation of Romanesque. Founda- 
tions are rubble masonry; walls are of 
variegated buff brick trimmed in stone, 
and the roofs are of dark weathered Eng- 
lish shingle tile. 


Dimensions are 107 feet for the 
length, 50 feet for total width, 36 feet 
across the Nave. The dominant exterior 
feature is the tower, soaring up from the 
hillside to lift the neon-illuminated cross 
above the neighborhood and, with its 
lusty bell, invite all to come and worship 
under this symbol of God’s love and our 
redemption. 


Four doorways serve the building 
two on the street side, a service doorway 
to the rear, and the central front en- 
trance, reached by a winding path and a 
few steps. Through it, one enters the 
spacious Narthex, where wraps are dis- 
posed of and thoughts composed before 
entering the church proper. A partition 
separating it from the Nave may have 
its glazed sash opened so occupants of 
auxiliary seating in the Narthex on spe- 
cial occasions may also take part in the 
service, 

Three doorways lead to the three 
aisles of the Nave, and a stairway tower 
to one side leads to a side exterior en- 
trance, and to the basement; also, the 
balcony above the Narthex. A choir of 


more than forty and the organist’s man- 
ual are accommodated in the balcony. 
The adequate and sweet-toned organ is 
housed to one side in the second stage of 
the tower. The center of the three front 
windows has a medallion showing Christ 
in Gethsemane, reminding the departing 
worshippers of continued humble prayer, 
and the intercession of Our Lord. 


The Nave is 33 feet, 9 inches wide, 69 
feet long and seats 400 persons in the 
handsome oak pews. The cushioned and 
colorful asphalt tile floor; the warm ton- 
ed open timber ceiling, carried by ham- 
mer-beam trusses to a height of 33 feet; 
the nendant lanterns; the textured walls; 
and the stone-set colorful glass of the 
medallioned windows—all contribute to 
the worshipful atmosphere. Near the 
Chancel, an opening leads to the Mothers’ 
Room, arranged so that its occupants 
may also see and worship. 


All lines carry the eyes onward 
through the soaring arch opening into 
the Chancel, focusing them upon the 
altar, elevated five steps above the Nave. 
The altar is built of limestone, with sym- 
bols incised into its face, and the top em- 
bellished with fine paraments and poly- 
chromed wood cross and candelabra. The 
reredos is of richly carved oak, with the 
symbols of the Trinity on shields upon 
its three canopied panels. Above the 
altar are three windows, the center one 
depicting Christ in the robes of His 
three-fold office of Prophet, Priest, and 
King. The Nativity and Resurrection 
are the subjects of medallions in the two 
side windows. 

The low pulpit, lectern, and com- 
munion rails are of carved oak. The lat- 
ter are conveniently reached through 
ambulatories and openings at either side 
of the chancel arch, The stone font with 


——— 
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the symbols of baptism cut into its sides, 
finds its proper place in the east ambula- 
tory, with the window showing Jesus 
blessing little children. The west ambula- 
tory opens into the sacristy and the 
rear stair-hall from which one enters the 
Pastor’s study, separated from the sac- 
risty by book and vestment cases. This 
hall also opens to the Mothers’ Room, 
and the stairway which leads to another 
outside entrance and the basement, also 
to the storage loft above. 


In the basement this stair hall serves 
as passageway to toilets, the auditorium, 
a smaller meeting room, and the kitchen. 
The latter is well equipped and arranged; 
service from it to the dining hall-audi- 
torium is over a long counter. A sub- 


ee eee eee ———— 
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basement beneath the kitchen houses the 
steam heating plant. 


The airy and clear-spanned audi- 
torium is 383 by 68 feet in area, with a 
stage and dressing rooms under the 
Narthex end of the Church. It promises 
many a pleasant hour of Christian fel- 
lowship within its walls. 


The Lord prospered the hands of the 
builders so that no strike or serious ac- 
cident marred progress. He also blessed 
the congregation’s members so that their 
willing sacrifices of time, talents, and 
money made the completion of this pro- 
ject possible.
